In a furious ſpleene , the firſt Ho/a.of their courteſies, 
was the progreſſe of a martiall coaflict, thundring forth a 
terrible: noiſe of Galley-roaring peeces.

violent weather,and alſo for that a greatlake was ſtricken 
into our Ship . Tn this fight there wereof vs killed threes 
Italians , wwa Greekes, and two lewes, with eleuen athers 
deadly wounded , and I alſo kurt inthe rightarme witha 
an-11. Tall ſhot. Bur whar harme was done by vs amongſtthe 
dchuerance, Tofidels, we werenot afſurcd thereof, ſaue onely this, we 
ſhot away their middle maſt, and rhe hinder part'of the 
puppe; for the Greekes are not expert Gunners, neither 
could our Harquebuſadoes much annoy them, inreſped 
they neuer boorded.

caſtles of Corfu, vader ſhew of the Yenetian colors, which 
being diſcouerd, and he diſappointed, died for dilpleaſure 
in his returne to Mefſ7a in $1c11;4, where there his Statue 
ſtandeth ro this day. | 
After my arriuall in Peteraſſo, the Metropolitan of Pe. 
loponeſus, Tleft the turmoyling dangewof the intricated 
lies, of the 7oxean and A4dr:aticall ſeas, and aduiſed to tra- 
uell in the firme land of Greecc, with a Carauan of Greekes 
that was bound for 4thr#s, 
' Peteraſſo is a large and ſpacious City, full of Merchan- 
* dize, and greatly-bcautified with all kind of Commercers, 
Their chicfe commodities, are raw Silkes, Cloth of gold 
and filuer, Silken-growgrancs, Rich-damas, Velucts of 
all kinds, with Sattins and Taff:ties, andeſpecially a Gir- 
vell for grayne : The Yenctians, Ragu{ans a Marſeilli- 
xs haue great handling with them : Here I remember 
Ehere was an Engliſh Factor lying, whom the S»/b//a 8 
CGOLucELacour 
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Gouernour of the Towne aTurke, cauſed priuately after- 
ward ypon malice to be poyſoned, even when I was win- 
tering at Conſtantinople, for whoſe death the worthy and 
2cencrous Ambaſfadour , Sir Thomas Glower ray Patrone 
and Protector, was ſo highly incenſed , that he went hi- 
ther himſelfe to Pereraſſs, with two IanniZariecs, anda 
watrant ſent with him from the Emperour , whoin the 
midſt of the market. place of Peter aſſo,cauled one of theſe 
two 14xi7aries, ſtrike off the head from the ſhoulders of 
that $4z7 ack ; and put to death divers others alſo, that had 
beene acccſſary to the poyſoning of the £»g/-ſh Confbl, 
and the Ambaſſadour returning againe to Conſtantinople, 
was held in fingular reputation euen with the Twrkes, for 
proſecuting lo puwertully the courle of Tuſtice,and would 
ot ſhrinke for noreſpeR, I being Jomeſtick with him 
the ſelfe ſame time, ſe? 
Peloponnt(us now eflied Morea,a Peninſula, is all inui- 
roned with the ſca, ſauce onely at a narrow trait, where it Morea in 
1s tied ro the continent by an 1f-us of fiue miles in Gece 
* breadth : which the Yenetians-then Lord of it, fortified 
with five Caſtles, and a ſtrong wall from crecke to creeke,

But before the aforeſayd Caranas at Peteraſſo admits 
ted me into his company, he was wonderfull inquiſitiue, | 
to know for what cauſe I trauclled alone? & of what Na- 
tion1 was? To whom I ſoberly exculcd, and diſcouercd 
my ſelte with modeſt anſwers. Which pacificd his curio- 
ſity ; bat not his auaritious minde : for vnder a pretended 
protection he had of me, he extorted the moſt patt of my 
money from my purſc,without any regard of conſcience, 

In the firſt, ſecond, and third dayesourneying, we had 
faire way, hard lodging, but good cheere, and kind enter- 
rairement for our money, which was the Countrey Laco* 
#/a. But on the fourth day, when we entred in the hilly 
and barren Countrey of Arcadia ; where, for a dayes iqut -

Without keepers zang inthat place it isthought the great

merly termed Pelaſzia, and laſtly it tooke'the name from 
Arcas.the {onne of [p1terand Califte,. the people-where.

But becanſe itisa tradition of more antiquity-then cre-

In this Deſart way, I beheld:.many ſingular Monuments, 
and ruinous' Caſtles, whoſe names Tknew not ,. becauſe I 
had an ignorant guide: Butthis I remember, amongſt 
theſe rockes my belly was pinched, and wearied wasmy 
body, withthe climbing of faſtidious mountaines, whith 
bred no ſmall griete to my breaft, Yet notwithſtanding 
of my diſtrefle , the rememberance of.theſeſiveet ſer- 
ſoned Songs .of _Ur:4dian Sheepheards which pregnant 
Poets haue ſo well penned, did recreate 'my fatigated - 
corps with many ſugred ſuppoſitipns.

Herein Argos I had the ground to be a pillow, and the 
world-wide-fields to be achamber , the whirling windy- 
Skies, to bea roofe tomy Winter-blaſtea lodging, and 
the humide yapours of cold Not7urva , to accompany the 
vnwiſhed- for-bed of my repoſe. What ſhalil ſay then, 
the ſolid , and ſad man, is not troubled with the floods. 
and ebbes of Forrune, the illimployed power of great- 


neſſe, nor the fluctuary motions of the humerous multi- 
tude; or at leaſt, if he be ſenſivle of his owne, or their ir- 
regularities, or confufions, yet his thoughts are not writ- -

It was firſt called Ce 
cropia : Of ore Cecrops the tirſt King thereof, wha, firlt 
founded it , 4»»o Muzxd:, 409. it Was aiter migh tily 
inlarged by Theſeus, and well pronided with geod lawes 
by Solop , and laſtly Athens of Minerna: In whole ho- 
ncur for a long time were celebrate ſolemne playes,called 
Panathanaia : Athens is now termed Salenos, and was 
once the fhrill ſounding Trumpet of Mars, yeelding more 
valiant Captaines and Commanders thcn any City inthe 
World , Rome excepted : It was a cuſtome here , that 
when any man.was growne too wealthy or potent, he was 
baniſhed thence for ten yeares + This exile was intituled 
Oſtraciſme, becanſe his name who was abandoned was 
Written in an Oyſter-ſhell : Great combuſtions and mu, 
tinies hwe happened betweene Lacedemon, and Athens; 
at laſt it was ſacked by Lyſander , 'and her Virgin body _ 
proſtituted to the luſt of 3o. inſulting Tyrants : not long 
after whole expulſion, it was vtterly ſubdued by the Ma- 
cedonians, Ts, 6 
And in a word 4;hens. being ſtayned with. inteſtine 
blood-ſheds, and gricuonſly diſcontemted with the death 
of her children ;her babes were brought forth, for the 
{word to glut ypon, the bodics of her anncients were 
made as Pavements to walke ypon, her. matrones became 
a prey and priſe toeucry Rauiſker , and herPricſts and 
£5 Wh Sacnficers 
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* Sacrificers were flaine before the gares of their Temples. 
; This City wasthe Mother & Well-ipring of all liberall 
Arts and Sciences ;and the great Ciſterne of Zarope, 
whence flowed ſd many Conduit pipes of learning all 
where, but now altogether decayed : Taecircuir of old 
Athens hath beeneaccording to the tundamentall walles 
yet extant about ſixe 11a/iax miles, but now of no grear 
quantity, aor many dwelling houles therein ; being with- 
in two hundreth fire houſes , hatiwig a Caſtle which for- 
merly was the Temple of Minerve, They haueabun. 
dance of all things, requiſite for the ſuſtenance of humane 
life , of which I had no ſmall proofe : Forthele 4rhen;- 
4x5 or Greekes, exceeding kindly banquered me foure 
dayes , and furniſh'tme with neceſlary prowtſion for my 
voyage to Creta.

Serigo iS an Iland inthefea Cretico; It was annci- 
ently called Cy:herea, of Cithers the ſonne of Pheniſe: 
And of Ariſtotle Porphyris , or Schotera,in reſpeRt of the 
fine Matble that is got there: It is of circuit threefcore 
milcs hauing but one Caſtle called Capſal/o, which is 
kept by a Yeactian Captaine: here it is faydthat Yexus

ſight of Natolia, licth the Ile Ca/amo , formerly Cares, 
in circuit thirty miles :and Eaſtward thence the little Ile 
of Lerno, fiuc leagues in circuit, all inhabited with Greekr, 
and they, the filly ignorants of nature : South-caſt from 
this licth the Ile of Coos now Lanzo: by the Twrkes called 
Stexccow, the Capitall Towne is Hrargo, where Hy- 
pocrates and peles the Painter were borne: In this Ile, 
there is a wine named by the Greekes, Hyppocon, that ex- 
celleth in ſweetneſſe all ether wines except the Malua- 
fie, and it aboundeth in Cypre and Twrpentive trees : There 
is herea part of the Ile difinhabited , in regard of a con» 
tagious Lake, that infeQeth the ayre, both Summer, and 
Winter.

Ar our firſt cncounter with the Rocks, (our fore-decks, 
and Boates gallery being broke,anda great Lake made) 
the,recoiling waues brought ys backe from the Shelfes a 
great way ; which the poore Maſter perceiuing, and that 
there were ſeucn men drowned, and eleuen per ions aliue, 
crycd with a louJ voyce : Be of gaod courage , take yp 
oares,and row haſtily ; it may be, before the Barke {inke, 
we ſhall attaine to yoader Caue, which then appeared to 
our ſight : Euery man working tor his owne deliuerance 
(as it pleaſed God) we got the ſame with good fortune: . 
for no ſooner were we disbarked, and I alſo left the laſt 
man, but the Boat immediatly lunke. There was nothing 
ſaved but my Coffxe, which I kept alwatcs in my armes: 
partly,that it might haue brought my dead body to fome 
crecke, where being found , might haue-beene by the 
Greekes buryed ; and partly I held ir faſt alſo, that ſauing 
my life, I might ſaue it too it was made of Reeds and 
would not cafily ſinke, netwithſtanding of my papers and 
linnen I carried intoit: forthe which ſafery of my things, 
the Greekes were in admiration. In this Caue, which'was 
30. paces long,-within the mountaine , we abode three 
daies without either meate or drinke :ypon the fourth day 
at morne, the tempeſt ceahng, there came Fiſher-boates 
to relieue vs, who found the ten Greekes almoſt farhiſhed 
for lacke of feode ; but I in that hunger- ſtaruing feare, fed 
vpon.the expectation of my doubrfull relicfe. 
True itis, a miſerable thing it is tor man, togrow an ex-

fidence in his eternall goodueſle, andto know the frailry 


of my owne ſelfe, and my ambition, which draue me of-

The dead men being found on ſhoare,we buried them; 
and. I learned at that inſtanttime, therewere ſcuenteene 
boats caſt away on the Coaſt ofthis Tland', and neuer a 
man ſaued : 1n this. place the Greek25 ſct vp aſtone croſle 
in the memoriall of fuch a woefull miſchance , and mour- 
ned heauily ,- faſting and praying.

The chiefeſt Cities of Thrace; are Conſtantinople , Ab- 
dera, where Democrituswas borne, who ſpent his life in

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laughing, Sefos, Gallipoli, Traianeple, Galata, and Adria. 
xepolis, which was taken by BatdFet, Anno. 13632, y,. 
As we ſayled betweene Thraciaand Birhimia,a learned 
Grecian brought vp in Padua that was in my company, 
ſhewed me Colchis , whence 1aſon, with the aſhſtance'of 
the Argonautes, and the aide of Meae,as Skill, did ferch the 
elden Fleece,, This Sea Hefeſport tooke the name of.

Sileſia, who when they come to Church on the Sabboth 
day,there isa Taffaty Curtaine drawne fromthe Pulpic to 
the Church wall ouer againft je ;' The men ficting on the 
right hand ofthe Preacher,the wamen onthe left; whofe 
eyes and facescannot fee other during dinine Seruice,ſaue 
only the Miniſter thatouer-topperh both frdes; and truly ., .. 
me thought it was a very modeſt, and neceſſary obſeruati- han 
on; The Twrks are generally circumciſed after the taanner 
of the 7ewes,but not after 8, dayes,but after 8.yeares, The 
Church. men are called Hadach Caſſers, or Darvifes,who 
weare on their headsgreene Shaſhes , te make diſtintion 
betweenethenrand others: for they are accounted tobe 
of Mahomets kindred. | 

They hold all mad men jn great reverence, as Prophets 
er Saints,& it they intend any fariourney, priuat purpoſes, 
or otherwiſe, before they goto battell,they come tocraue 
counſcll of theſe S4ytoxes,toknow it they ſhall proſpet,or 
rot, intheir attempts, And whatfocuer anſwer theſe Bed- 
leem Prophers giue,.itis holden to be ſo credible, as if 
an Oracle had ſpoken it. The T»rk:/þ Pricits are forthe 
moſt part Moores, whom they account to be a bale peo- 
ple in reipeR of themmſclues, calling them 'Toſeks : 
Their principall Church-gouernour 1s called Hufts, 
Whoſe definitiue ſentence in Lawe or Religion is pene- 
trable, and abſeluely valiant ; Neither abaſeth he him- 
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(cife to lit it the Drw4n0, nog affordeth more reuerence ig! # 
theEmperour, than he to him: The ocher lore of Church 
men are the Nazp: or young Doctors, the Caddi,whereef 
1he Twkiſh there is two or three incuery Citty ro judge the offences; 
a Calſi or Readers, and the Madreſs: which vſero over: 
ſce the Cadeis in their Office : They wereall formerly 
Idolarrous Pagans, and were faft initiatedin Mahomerg- 
niſme, when they got the Soueraignty of the Perſiay 
Scepter, by the grea* Battell, and fortunate conduct of . 
Tanzrol:pix in oucrthrowing LM ahomet a Saracenicall 
Sultan of Perſia; who inthronized himſelfe, in the Perſiay 
Chayreof Eftate, Ano 1030. This prerogatiue Tirleof 
Mufti, was firſt intituled Caliph, whoſe religence was in 
Babylon, and wholly ſupreme ouer the Mahometens : But 
the #zypriars after the death of Mot «d7 Bile, withdrew 
themſelnes from this Baky/on7an obedience, and chooſed 
one of their owne, to whom the Moores of Barbary lub- 
mitted themſelues.

This Mahomet was borne, Anno Dom.591.10 11raripia, _ 
a beggariy Village in 4rabia , whole father was 46 - 
4114s, an tſazaclite; and his mother Caarges, a Jew; both 4 
different in Religion, and alſo of diuerfe Countries: In his 
youth he was partly taught the 1#4a:cal Law, and partly 
the ſuperſtition of the Gentiles. Many alleadge his parer- 
tzge was neuer knowne { being ſo baſe) vntill his-riper 
yeares bewrayed the ſame, I alſo learned thathis'Pa- 
rents dyed whiles-he was a youtg child, and was turned

dience, From this timerhat he vanquiſhed Mecha,cafſting 
out the Grecke Officers,(for then all 4rabra was vnderthe 
Conſt antinopolitau Empire)the Saracens began their com.

they call Hegira, and begunneabourthe yeare of our Re- 
demption, 617.

” Some write, that -Mahomet in his youth was a Soul- 
- dier, vnder the conduRof Heraclims, who imploying ccr- 
taine Areb1avxs 1n an Expedition to Perſia, not onely deni- 
ed them their wages, but told them, that, thar was net to 
be giuen for dogges, which was prouided for the Ro- 
mane Souldiers. Hence ſome mutinics arniing in the Ar- 
my, he,withcettaine Arab/axs ,;his Country-men, by fa- 
tion, ſeparated themſelues, and reuolted ; Whereupon 
Mahomet, encouraging themin their detection, was cha- 
ſen their Captaine ; and ſo for a certaine time, they conti- 
nued rebellious Runnagates, Theeues, and\Robbers of all 
pcople. The ſubtilty of this difſembler was admirable; Habomer hath 
who knowing that he was deftitute of heauenly gifts , 20 w— —_—_

Pilgrimes had troden vpon the graues of their dead 
friends , which by no meanes they can tollerate : They 
mace no {ma!l yproareamongſt vs , deſperately throw- 
ing tones and darts, till we were all-glad to remoue C afuca Phy. 
halfe a mile from that place ; and the next morning we *? 
paſſed by Cſarca Philippi whichis now ſo miſerably de. 
cayed, that the ruined Towne affordeth not aboue 
twenty foure dwelling houſes, bcing for ruines, a ſecond 
Towne, to ſacked Samaria, or another ſpeRtacle of ime 
like to the now ragged Towne of che Mooriſh Berhulza : 
It was built by Philip one of the Tetrachs in honour 
of Tiberius Caſar ,"and now called by the Moores Heda- 
raſco, Here was Herod ſmitten by the Angels , and ea- 
ten of wormes, after the Sycophanticall people called 
his Rethoricall oration, the veyce of God, and not of man : 
Here our S2ujout healed the wamen of the bloody fluxe, 
and raiſed from dearh to life the daughter of 12irus ; Here 
S. Peter baptized Cornetius, and S. Pan! diſputed againſt 
Tertull;xs inthe preſenc2 of Felix. 

April! the 20. day, about ten of the clocke, (paſſing 
the Rwer Xyſon) wearriued at Na{pretÞ , and there re- 
poled titl the cucning, prouiding our ſelues of _—_— 
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ad water :1n this Towne dwelt ofeph, and the Virgin 0 
Mary; and in whichalſo our Sauiour was brought vpyn, 
der the vigilant care of 7oſeph and Mary. Aﬀer wee 

® had dined, the Armenians aroſe, and went toa heape 
of tones, the ruines ofanold houſe, before the which 
they fell downe vpontbcir knees z peayſing God: And 
that ruinous lumpe (ſay they) was the houſe where Ma- 
ry dwelt , when Gabriel ſalured her , bringing the An- 
nunciation of Saluation to the World - I am fully per- 
ſwaded , they carried away aboue fiue thouſand pounds 
weight, to keepe in a memoriall thereef: then did Ire- 

& counter but. member ofthe Chappell of Zorerta, and told the Carg- 

tetfor Lotetta: #4P3 , that I ſaw that houſe ſtanding in Italy , which (4S 
the Romaniſts ſay)was tranſported by - 46417 rp O,faid - 

he, we Armenians cannot beleeue that, neither many 0- 
ther aflertions of the Roman Church ; for we certainel 

know by Chriſtians , that haue from time to time dwelt 
here cuer fince , that thisis,both the place, and ftones of 
the houſe: Let Papiſts coyne a new Law tothemlelyes, 
wecare not , for asthey erxe in this., ſo doe they errein 
al!, following meerely the traditions of men, they runne 
ealloping poſt to Hell. The Patriarke þeing informed by 
the laughing Caranaz of thele newes,asked me in diſdaine 
(thinking it had beenean Article of my beliefe ) ifT ſaw 
that houſe, or belecued that the Chappell of Zoretra was 
luch a thing: to whom I conſtantly anſwered, Ididnot 

_ beleene ir, affirming it was onely buta diyelliſhinuention, 

bo decciuethe blind- folded people, and to fill the Cofters 
of the Romane Prieſts : Now thou bottomlefle Gulfe of 
Papiſtry, here I forſake thee,no Winter-blaſting Fucies 
of Sarans ſubtile ſtormes , ean make ſhip-wracke of my 
Faich,onthe ſtony ſhelfes of thy deeeitfull deepes. 

Thus,and after this manner too : arcall theilluſions0E 
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cheir imaginary and falſe miracles, firſt inuented partly 
by monafteriall poverty, thea confirmed by prouincial 
bribery , and laſtly they are faith-ſold forcenliſtoricall - 
lucre. In the time of our {taying here ; the Zmeere or 
Lord of the Towne fent fixe women, condutted by 12. 
of his ſeruants, to an Armenian Prihce, that was 2 
Pilgrime in our company ; tobe vied by him and others, 


whem ſo he would cle to be his fellow labourers : Libidinous 
Which indeed he did kindly accept, & inuited me to that !eache7y- 


feaſt: but TT gaue him the refuſal, little nos 
frivolouscommodity. ' He, and ſome of thechicteſt Pil- 
primes entertained them for the ſpace of 3, houres , and 
{ene them backe, giuing ro their conductors fifteene Pi- 
aſters, ina reward. - TruclyifI would rcheatfe the impu- 
dency of theſe Whoores, and the brutiſhneſle ofthe Ar. 
menians , as it. is moſtignominious to the ators; ſo no 
doubt, it would be very loathſome to the Reader. 

Such is the villanie of theſe 97renraflaues vader the 
Turkes; that not onely by conucrſing with them , learne 
{ome eftheir damnable Hethnicke cuſtomes, butalſo go- 
ing beyond them in beaſtlyſenſualneſfe, become worſe 
then bruite beaſts : This maketh me remember a worthy 
laying of that Heathniſh Roxane Emperour Marcus Au- 
relizs , who in conſideration of flcfhly luſts, ſaid, that 
although he were ſure, that the Gods would n6t puniſh 
tum for the offence ; yet he would forbeareit, inregard 
of the filthineſſe of the faR ir ſelfe : Indecd of a Pagarc 
anoble and vertuousreſolution, when ſuck baſe and beaſt - 
ly Chriſtianes, rheſe wretched, Armenians,committed 
with theſe Infideliſh harlots a twofold kind of voluptu- 
ous abhomination, which my conſcience commands me 
to canceale: leaft I frequent this Northern wortd, with 
that whichtheirnature neuer knew , nor their knowledge 
_ © nt have 
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and agreed with bim to take vs to Lidda, which wasrwo 
daycs iourney. But before we aduanced to onr paſlage, 
104 had ſent a priuie meſſenger before 'vs,'towarne a. 
bout three hundred .4rabs (whohad'theirabode onthe 
South ſide of Mount Carmel) to meete him atfacha 
place-as he had appointed ; giuing them to know, wee 
were rich and wellprouided with Chickens and Sultans 
of gold, and Piaftcrs of filuer zand that he ſhould render 
vs into their hands forſuch a recompenſe and confidera- 
tion, astheir fauage indgements ſhould thinke fit ;aceor- 
ding to the ſpoylcs and booties they ſhould obcaine, to- 
ecther with the milcrable murder and lofſe of our liues. 
This being done,and vnknowne to vs,we marched along, 
travelling faſter then our ordinary pace, ſome on horle, 
and ſome on foote, for my pilgrimage was cuerpedeftri- 
Al: which our guide ſuſpecting, that by our celerity wee 
ſhould goe beyond the place appointed for his treache- 
rous plot , began to croffe vs grieuouſly ; leading vsvp 
2nd downe amongſt pooles and holes, whither helifted; 
where many of our Camels & Aſſes were loſt; andcould 
not be-reconered , becauſe we all began to ſuſpe&tand 
teare , which was the cauſe that the owners durſt not 
to relicue their perifhingþeaſts. ©; 
lathe end, the Captaine and Ieniſaries, intreated him 
earneſtly to bring vs 1a the right way ; bur rhe more they 
requeſted, the more obdurat was his heart, replying, be 


— was muſtaken, and could not finde it, tillday lght: ow 
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the which words, the company was ftayed, and inthe by 
meanewhile there came a 7yrke, one of onr Souldiers 
vato the Captaine,ſaying ; heſaw rhe guide, before our 
departure from NaJareth, ſend a Moorebefore him, for 
what relpect he knew not , being | at priyat confe- A tre:ch:rous 
rence. Whereupon, they ſtraight wy him with ropes, —_ 
on a horſe backe, threatning him with death, to cauſe 
him confcfle the trueth. | 
[n the midft of this tumulr,, I having got ſight of the 
Norch-ſtarre, (which ſceemd cxcceding low tome)con- 
fidered thereby, thar the villaine had led vs moreto the 
Southward, then to the Weſtward, which was our way 
to leruſalem: Whereupon 1:ntreated the Caranan to turne 
our faces Northward, otherwiſe we ſhouldbe cut off, and 
that ſeddenly : for although (ſaid I) it may peraduenture 
be, that we arethree or foure miles ſhart of the place inten« 
ded for our maſſacre, yet they miſſing 15, will ike raue» 
ning VWolnes bunt bers and thert z wherefore,t {we incline 
to the North, (God willing) we ſhall prevent their bloody 
deſignes. To the whichaduice (being duely pondered) 
they yeelded; and ſo I became their guide, in thardarke 
night, till mierning : for none ofthem knew that Starre, 
neither the nature of it.

The CO being diſtracted with feare, replicd he 
would, and-thereupon-ſwore a ſolemne oath,fo did the

Citty of Tyr#s, called now by the Moores Sur, was fa.

The moſt worthieſt of 
her Kings , were Hiram in ſtrict bond of Confederacy, 
with Sa/om0n , and Pigmal;on the brother of D:as,who 
brile Carthage : This ſcat, giuing way to the Perſian Mos 
narchy, was about the ouerthrow of Darins , beleagured 
by Alexander : who had ſo muchadoe with extraordina- 
ry expence of men, money, and great labour to conquer 
it, being then Eparated from the maine Continent, by 
the Sea, but now ioyned tothe firme Land: and before 
youcometo the Citty, there lycth a great banke of ſand, 
where itis likely the Sca hath beene in Alexarderstime: 
Though now, as time altereth cuery thing,the Sea be fled 
rom that place, which maketh that ruinous Towne {eeme 
more deſolate, At the breach of day, I; ang certaine Ar- 
mn1475 Went to vilite this decayed Towne, and found 
the moſt famous ruitics here, that the orld for memory 
canatoord, and a Dclicious incircling Harbour,inclofd 
Within the middle of the Towze fitto receiueſmal Zarkes, 
Frig91s, and Galleots : the compaſſing fore-face whereol, 
beeing all of foure ſquard Marble and Alabaſter ones:

held, There be onely ſome nincteene fire houſes heere, - 
which are Moores : and is now vnder the Z meere. of the 
Druſians , who remayneth in Sydon, The Ext part of 
this Countrey aboundeth in Balme, Honny, and Oyle, 
and was the Seate of Aſher of whom Moſes prophecied, 
Dext. 33. 24. that hee ſhould 'dippe his feete in Oyle, 

Here theſe E2yptian Loores , foro they were firſt 
bred there : brought vs toa pillar lying ypon the ground, 
of nine ſcuerall colours of Marble, being one intire ſtone, 
and the length of it wagtweity two footof my meaſure, 
and cight in compaſle : Which ſayd they, was one of the 
pillars that Sa»pſon pulled downe vpon the PhiliZines at giuurn, 
the houre of his Death, To whom I anſwered, that pips. 
Sampſon dyed at eAF«th , the furtheſt Sourh-weſf part of 
Paleſtine , where hee bore downe the Houſe of Dagez, 
vpon the Philifines : And Ithinke the auncient Tyrians, 
ſayd I, conld not tranſport that Pillarſo far hither : But 
they the more conſtantly affirmedir, and fodid theſe 47- 
meniais that were with mee confirmeicalſo, ſome of 
whom, had beene twice there befoie : yet howſocucr it 
was, I brenght home.a pound we7gbt of it, and preſented 
the halfe thereef, to King Lames Of bleſſed Memory. 

Here by accident, in returning backe to the Carauaz,] 
met with an Engilſh FaiZor , named Maiſter Brockeſſe, 
who then remayned at Sydon, cighteene miles from this 
place,and had been downe at Asre,about ſome negotiati- 
ons : VVho indecde eftſoones, and kindly tooke mee itito 
a Hooriſh Houle by the Sea fide, and one of hisacquain- 
tance : where inſtantly we ſwallowed downe ſuch ioutall 
and deep carrenſes of Draticke wine, that both heeand I, ' 


vere almeſt fafned inthe laſt plunge of vnderſtanding : * 


yet-' 
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Y*t peuertheleſſe , he conuzyed me backe to my compa - 
ry, and put me fafe into the hands of the Carauan , With 
whom afterwards I dinetſe times mer with here at Zoy- 
on;ro whoſe kindnelte 1 celebrate the memory of theſe 
lines. 

But now the Sunne difcouering the earth , and the 
aiohr baniſhed to the inferipur world , we were all eq. 
couraged, for the light of day lends comfort : The Cap. 
raine ( ſending backe. that falfe 1v4a, for fo was he 
{worneto do) ſenta poſt to Tyrss for a new guide, who 
c:me forthwith, and brought vs in our way to Mount 
Carmel, for by it we behoucd to go, and in our way we 
Met with the deſolate Towne of Sarepra nigh thereunto 

- wa of adiyning, where Elias wasſuſtiinedin a great famine by 
1 Widdow, whoſe ſonne he raiſed from death. 

Greatare the mercics of God , for as he hath made 
manan excellent creature, ſo hath he alſo inducd him 
with two great powersin his mind : Theene a wile po- 
wer of vnder{tanding , by which he penetrateth into the 
knowledge of things: the other a ſtrong power of dexte- 
raus refoluing; whereby he exccuterh ow well vnder- 
ſtood, for we hauing iudged the worſt, rejolued the beft: 
and by bis Aimighty providence were freed from that 
apparent danger, although theformer dayes whoredome, 
and vonatuxal! yices, deferred aiuſt puniſhment. 

This I intimate to all Traucllersin general , tha if 
tey would that God ſhould further them ia their at- 
tempts, bleſſe their voyages, and graunt them a fate re- 
turnc to their ratiue Countries (without the which,what 
contentment have they for all their paines ) that they 
wouid conftantly reftaine from whoredome , drunken- 
nefle, and roo much familiarity with Strangers: Fora 
Traveller that is not temperate, and circumſpectin _— 
4cnons 
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* ations, although he were headed like that Hercalean Ser- 
pent Hydra, yet it is impoſjidle he ater v6: ov from 
danger of Turkes, Arabs, Avores wildbeaſts,& the dead- 
ly aperatiue extremuties of heat hunger #hirft,and cold, 
Approaching to Mount Carmel/, and leauing it'ypon 
our right hand betweene vs and the marine coaſt , I 
beheld a farre off ypon.the topef the hill, the place where 
Elias aſcended: to heauen, when he lett his Cloake be- 
hind ' him. to- E4Zens his diſciple... This -mountaine is 
foure milesof length, lying South and North, the North 
end bordering with the Sea, neare to Acre, called an- 
cicently Profames, and the South end ioyning with the 
borders of Samaria, through the which confine we paſt, 
Leauing Samaria en Qur left hand , we entred into a ®aria! 
faire Plaine, adorned with fruittulltrees, and all other 
ornaments that pleaſant fields affoord , but no Village 
wee ſaw. Marching thus about the declining of the 
Sunne from the Meridian, we came in ſight oftws 
hundred pauillions , all pitched in rankes ; yeelding the 
proſpect of a little Citie, by a brooke fide ot water: 
which being perceiued , the Captaine began to cen. 
ſure what they might be zand immediately there came 
riding towards vs , fixe naked fellowes, well mounted 
on Arian Geldings, who demanded what wee were? 
and whither we were bound withſucha multitude ;and if 
there were any Franks of Chriſiendome in our company. 
To whom the 1aniſaries replicd, we were purpoſed to 7e- 
Y-ſalem, and that there was but one Franke with them : 
Vfon the which they preſently ſought:me , demancing 
Caffar, Cafſar ; that was tribute for my head. caufed me 
perforce notwithſtanding of the rcliſting Caranan, and 
lani;gries, to pay them preſently for my life ſeuen 


Chickens of gold , ſeuen times nine ſhillings ſtarling : 
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——"And this is, becauſe ſayd they our King is re{tdent in theſe * 


Tents, and therefore we hauettripled. his tribute ; And 
yet were they difconteated, becaute there were no moe 
franks in our company, for from the Armenians, 
could not, nor would not ſecke any tribure; becaulethey 
were tributary flaucs and ſubiects to the great Twrfe:nei- 
ther alſo of any other Chriſtiane borne in his dominions, 
when they ſhall happen to fall into their hands.- © | 
They returning backe to their Prince, with the male. 
dition of my heart, and the ſorrow of a Pilgrimes purfe, 
we marching on in our way, that day wee trauelled 
aboue thirty foure miles, and pitched ata Village called 
Adoaſh , being compoſed of threeſcore Mooriſh and 
Arabian houſes , ſtanding in a fruitfull and delicate 
Plaine; and garniſhed with Oliue, Date, and Figge- 
trees, which were both pleaſant and profitable: where 
we found alſo good bearbcs ro cate, and ebundance 
of watcrtodrinke , and alfoto fill our empricd bottles: 
As wee lay downe to ſleepe after a hungry ſupper, on 
the hard ground , and our guard watching vs ; that ſame 
King of the Arabiarvs came 4 little before mid-night, 
with tweaty foure well korſed Runagats,and naked Cour- 
eicrs, being armed with bowes and arrowes, and halfe- 
Pikes, pointed at both ends with hard Steele; and asked 
for the Carauan, who preſently awoke, and went to ſalute 
him, laying his hand on his breaſt , bowed his head very 
low ; which is the yſuall courtcſie amoneſt the Infidels 
and Chriſtians in theſe parts : For they neuer vncouer 
their heads to any man ; and after ſome ſhort parley,they 
late all downe on the graiſe, TheCarauan preſented 
his rude like maieſty with water , bread, hearbes, figs, 
Barlike, and ſuch things as he had. : 


As they werethus merry, ar this pooxe banquet, the 
awfull 
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* awfull King rooke the Oath of our Conductor , if there 
were any mo Frazkes there then I; and he hauing ſworne 
the truecth , The King by a malignant informer, in. 
continently cauſed me to be brought before him; and 
ſtaring me in the face, asked my Interpreter where 
were my .companions £ Who replied I had none : then 
ſayd he; tell that dogge, or Zliſole he muſt acknow. 
ledge me with fiuepeeces of gold more, otherwiſe(ma. 
king a figne te his owne throate) I ſhall cut off his head, 
becauſe (fayd he) I will not looſe this nights traucll for 
nothing: The which I being informed , and knowing 


that by no condition, there was reſiſtance againft ſuch Exa&onof 


a (cclerate Prince, gaue it him forth of mine owne hand, 
hauing conſulred with my Capraine before, and that pre- 
ſently with a halfe ſmiling countenance, which here- 
marking, told the reſt, it ſeemed I gaue it with a good 
heart & a chearefull gefture, and torecompence my out- 
ward behauiour, he drunke a great draught of water to 
me : thinking thereby , he had doneme more honour 
then all the Chickens of gold I gave him now, andin 
the morning; would doe him profit or pleaſure : pleaſure 
they could doe him none, for they were vnlawtully 
and difhoneſtly. got , and-too delivered from the in- 
watd ſorrow of my {ighing foulezand no wonder, ha- 
uing ſpent two yeares great charges in Twrky, betore 
this time, but that I ſhould haye beene exceding penuri- 
mn of money.,and thereupon deſolate of relicfe and com- 
oft, 

Traely this was one of the greatelt tributes I payed 
for one dayes iourney , that I had inall my voyage, in 
Aſis. There are two Kings in 1rabi4, the one who 
liveth on Euphrates , the defarts of Meſopotamia, ſome- 
mmes in Arabia Felix, and in ſome parts of Syria: And 
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, ter fromthe Mules backe , till I propined him with the 
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| the other was hee to whom I paydthis money) wan: © 


dereth with his Tribes, Tents, and Beſtiall, one whiteiq 
Arabia Petrea, and Deſerts, and ſometimesin the zg1y 
Land , as hee findeth good paſtorage, and freſh Foun. 
raynes. Theſe two Kings are morrall enemics :andif by 
accident they meete , they fight moſt cruelly , bringins 
dammage, rapine, and deſtruction to themſelues , an 
their followers : For itis adifhculrt thing 1n them rods. 
minate their inordinare paſſions , beeing vntamed Saua. 
ges, and miſ-regarders of cinility , who continual con- 
tend to corroborate the malignity ef their diſpoſitions, 
with bloody and inhumane interpriſes. And yeral[the 
reſt of that night, after his returne from vs, wee flillex- 
peed ſome treacherous ſurpriſe, which made our ſoul- 
diers ſtand ſtoutly on their guard , and wee Pilgrimes to 
our vigilant and naked defence : For the Twrkes will nor 
ſuffer Chriſtians to carry weapons in at thele Dominions, 
neither any where, where they command, Aad for all 
this great tribute , and nights danger of my life , heere 
was my preſent reſolution : 
The more I am beſet, with dreadſull ſnares 
Begirded round, in ſhelfie gulfes of wracke; 
And (hipbroke left, onrockes of acep deſpairer, 
Where helples care,with tortring thoughts me racke; 
Then ſtoutly ftand 1, hoping for the end, 
That time will chanze, and God will better ſend, 
And now by the way I recall the aforeſayd Twrke,the 
maiſter of che Mule that carried my prouifion , and on 
whom in the jouncy I had beſtowed the moſt part of my 
Tobacco: When TI had no more togiue him , and he ſul- 
pecting the contrary , was councelled by his aſlociatst0 
beate me ſoundly , and diſmount my Victuals and VVa- 


reſt. 
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reſt, which intention being by me vnderſtood; I forth- 
with ran to the Caravan and complained : whereupon my 


fricad was brauely belaboured with a cudgell, and my 
better ſafety precured : Thus-was his. former ſhew of 
loue quickly expetied, and an inward grudgeſudden!y 
at en it was thz {moake,and not my-ſelfe he re- 
pected,

ded tothe great T#rke, the fignory of his Lands, but the 
younger would neuer doit, and {o-retayneth abſolutely 
the Countrey of Zibanxs to this day , making him 
thereypon, a mountainous Monarchicke Prince. - Tyr#s, 
wuich is miſerably brought to ruine: LLcre or Avon, that 
hath yer ſome indifferent trade of Merchandize , called 
tormerly Prolomess : Caipha , called commonly Caſtello 
Peliegrino, which hath nothing but the remnants of an 
= uncient Abbay : Ceſarea, who reſerueth but onely the 
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memory of ruines , forthereis no Noſpitality init, ex- 
ceptit be to ſauige Moores : loppa or laphta, is a Sea-port 
of ſmall Barkes , but the decaied Towne, contayneth not 
one dwelling Houſe , ſaue onely a high Tower , which 
defendeth the Port from Carſares: Here 79n4h tooke ſhip 
tofiye from God : Here Peter ralſed Tabiths or Dorcas, 
from Death to lite: and where he lodging atthe Houſe of 
Simon the Tanner , Was in a vilion taught the converſion 
of the Gentiles, And Baruti tamous for ſo many Chri- 
ſtan armies that haue beſi it , is now compoſed of 
cight hundred fire houſes: Lying Northeaſt of Sydow vn- 
der mount Libanss , formerly called 14/ia Fel:x , nigh 
vnto which (as fabulous tories report) S. George deliue- 
red the Kings Daughter, by killing the Dragon, It is 
alſo thought tobe within Caxazy, ſtanding inthe Fron- 
ticr of Phenicia, and is the beſt iohabited place of all 
the holy Land , Sydox and Tersſalem excepred. 
Saturday morning beforethe breach of day,ſcrting for- 
ward from Zydaa', through the curling. playnes of fat 
fac'd Paleftine , ſcarcely were wee well aduanced in our 
way , till wee were beſet with more then three hundred 
Arabs , who ſent vs from ſhrubby heights an vaexpeR- 
ed ſhoure of Arrewes, tothe great annoyance of all our 


Company : Por if it had not beene , that our Souldiers * dreadful 
ſhot off theix Gunnes on a ſudden , and ſtood manly alſe 


tit, with their Bowes and ,Arrowes for our defence, we 
hadthen miſerably , inche midſt of their rauenous fury 
periſhed. Butthe nature of the Arbs is not valike to the 
lickals : For whenany of them heare the ſhot of a Har- 
quebule, they preſently rurne backe with ſuch ſpeed, as if 
the fiendes of the infernall Court were broken looſcar 
their heeles, 

In that momentany confli , on our ſide there Were 
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killed nine Women, fiue men, and about thirty perſons 
deadly wounded, which to our worthy Armenian Cap. 
rayne,2nd tothereſt of our Heathniſh Conguctors bred 
a0 ſmall griefe : the mourning noyſe among the multi. 
tude , becing alſo wondrous pittifull, © Till brighe day 
came; we ſtayed ſtill in that ſameplace, ( expecting the 
dangerous mutability of our auſtiere fortune : and at our 
departuce thence, wee buried the flayne people in deep 
graucs, whereby lackats ſhauld: not open vp their graues, 
20 Eate their Corpes :For ſuch is the nature of thele cruel, 
beaſts, that they onely loue to liue on mans fleſh: theſe 
rauenons beaſts (as is thought.) are ingendred of a Foxe 
and a Wolte. | 
Proceeding in our iourney,weentred about two of the 
The Towncof clocke inthe afternoone, In the hilly Countrey of 1udes; 
Rama havingtwoof their courſes to Jeruſalem, which is about 
twenty Engliſh miles; leauing Rhama on Our right hand, 
which contayneth ſome two hundred dwelling houſes of 
one ſtory high , and ten miles diſtant from 7oppe , from 
which it lyeth in the way to Zeruſalem: Here remayneth 
the Drazoman, a Chriſtian , who receiueth and conuey- 
ethihe Pilgrimes to 1eryſalewm, which land at /oppa,cach 
Pilerime paying ſeaucn Chickens of gold., is furniſhes 
with an Ae toride on, all the way tributes, at going, 
and comming being diſcharged by their Conductor, to 
whom they religne this triburary money. 

-. Rhama 84 Towne inhabited by Chriſtians, 4rabs,and 
Moores: not blacke Moores, as the Aﬀricaxs be, but they 
are called Mori, which are a kinde- of E Typrians , and 
not naturally Þþlacke , but Sunne-burnt , wich the Pat- 
ehing heate. The whole 7 (rritery of Canaan , is inha-

co their ſeuecrall Stations: | 

Abour fixe of the clocke,on monday morning,the P4- 
areViccarjo,, and theaforeſayd 1ohu Baptiſta accompa- 
nyingvs, We trauailedabroad in the hilly Countrcy of 
Iades. Inthis dayeslourney, the places of any note we Cerainere. | 
ſaw were theſe : Firſt, where the Daughters of 1craſalem -_ _ as 
came foorth ro meete Saul, crying, Sam! harh flaine bu © 
thouſand, and Dauid hi ten thouſand: And for memory 
of this ſtandeth a certayne olde pillar of Marble. Next, 
the valley of Frebin, where Dazidflew the great Goliah, 
And for remembrance of that, there are a great heape 
of ſtones layd together in rhe bottome of the valley, like 
to the Relickes of an old monument, Thirdly,Be7ura, 
where Abſalom killed his brother Ammon tor Thamars

In that ſpacious place we ſaw twenty foure Cham-. | 


bers hewen out ofa MarbteRocke, Exch reome hath a 
hanging ſtone doore of a great thicknefle , fo artificially 
done by the skilfull Art of Maſons, that the rareſt ſpirit 
of renne thouſand cannot know how theſe doores have 
bene made, ſo to moue as they do, being a firme Rocke. 
beth bclow-and aboue ; and the doores haue neither iron 
nor timber-worke about them :bur by cunning are made 
ſoto turne, and in thar ſame place where they grew they 
are {quared; yea, and fo exquiſitely done , that the moſt 
curious Carpenter cannot ioyne a peece of boord ſo neat* 
ly, as theſe ſtone doores ioyne with the Rocke..

And here I cannot forget a diflembling knauiſh Greeke, Th. eying 
who came hereto London fomecight yearesago , to beg vilany ot x Ro- 
ſupport for the reparation of this decayed Monaſtery 
the holy Croſſe. Well, Gundamore the Spausfh Armatla.. 
dour intertained him ; and recommended his eauſe tg 
our poliricque power :. A contributton-is granted, ouer 
all Z gland for che ſame purpale, and alforecoiled, be- 
{ſides the ſeuerall acknowledgements of our Noble Cour- 
tiets : Oportunity come, I rancountred with this counterx- 
feit Rafcail in White hall: Whereupon diverſe Gentle- 
men his Maieſties ſernams, deftred me torry hint, if he 
had bene at ler ejale or dwelt at che Cloiſter ofthe ho. 
ly Croſſe: preſehrly I demanded him,, wherethe Con-

Bethleem, ina Monaſtctie of 
the ſame Franſeiſcans of lernſalem, being onely fixe F7;- 
ers: After Supper we went all of vs (hamwag Candles) to 
the place, whereour Sauiour w2s botne ; ouerthe which, 
there is a magnificecnt. Church builded: yea, the mot 
large and royall workmanſhip that fora Church is in all 
Aſia,or Afſricke, being decored with a hundredand fifty 
Pillaf$. But before we came where the Crub had beene, 
we paſſed certaine difficile waycs; where, being arriued, 
wee entered ina gorgeous roome, adorned with Marble, 
Saphyre, and Mabafter ſtones ;,and there they hewed
